Menlo Park’s communications 
have come a long way since the 
city was incorporated in 1927. 
The need for more rapid mes- 
sage-sending techniques contin- 
ues, however, as the community 
grows. 

Lives can be saved if the police 
are able to get, say, to the scene 
of an accident in the shortest pos- 
sible time; criminals, also, can be 
taught to respect the fact that the 
police will be on hand within min- 
utes of the time they are called. 

The history of emergency com- 
munications in this area demons- 
trates how far we’ve grown in the 
last 25 years; but it doesn’t mean 
that we can afford to let things 
stand as they are. 

In the early days, before Menlo 
Park was incorporated, all police 
communication, naturally, was by 
telephone. Persons in emergencies 

or viewing auto accidents would 
eall the police department and an 
officer, if there was one at duty 
at the station, would respond. 

Later, after the Menlo Park 
pelice got their first car in 1928, 

mobile radio became an accom- 
plished fact and the Menlo 
Park police were able to receive 
calls in their cars. 

For nearly 20 years, until 1948. 
the transmitting station for the 
Menlo Park department was the 
Palo Alto station. 

Citizens asking the help of po 
lice would call the local number; 
their calls would be relayed to Pa- 
lo Alto and a call would be put on 
the air for the Menlo Park police. 

From 1948 until the present, the 
city’s police calls have been trans- 
mitted via the sheriff's office in 
Redwood City. This agency alse 
transmit calls for most of the oth 
er police departments in the coun 
ty, as well as such special districts 
as the county fire department and 
others and the agency of which it 
‘ta part: the sheriff's office itself

Annexation of the Williams company property on Ik] Camino 
Real to Redwood City raises questions of the propriety of a com- 
munity wielding a club to force surrounding unincorporated ter- 
ritory into the fold. 


The Williams company apparently was told it could not at- 
tach a fire-protection sprinkler system to municipal water mains 
unless the property were annexed to the city. The company sur- 
rendered, allowed itself to be annexed, and withdrew from the 
Menlo Park Fire District which previously had supplied protection. 


Sounds a bit like the U.S. Coast Guard refusing to rescue 
a man in the water unless he first took out citizenship papers. 


AND YET... 

Every municipality, including Menlo Park, constantly is faced 
with a host of “free-riders,” those unincorporated fringe areas that 
enjoy benefits from the adjacent incorporated community but 
don’t help pay for them. 


The residents of the Menlo Oaks district and of the unin- 
corporated Brookdell subdivision along the creek are entirely sur- 
rounded by incorporated areas. 

They ride to and from their homes on city-paved streets. 


Their property values are protected by the zoning ordinances 
that control adjacent lands. 

They even enjoy protection from city police departments. 
They live next to streets regularly patroled, and—we are pleased 
to say—the Menlo Park police department never has refused to 
act in an emergency just because the resident in trouble had not 
helped pay the department's wages. 

Thus, we don’t blame Redwood City for being sulky about 
providing water service to an unincorporated parcel, but if Menlo 
Park had acted in so blunt a manner, we'd take issue with the 
city official responsible. It sounds a bit like the “protection” 
rackets that flourished in the ‘30s.

How It Began: 


Brings Recollections 


3eing distributed in the Menlo 
Park area this week is the latest 
edition of the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph company’s county 
directory, thicker than ever be- 
fore. 

An exact count of the number 
of subscribers listed was not avail- 
able yesterday. The book contains 
626 pages, including more than 
300 pages of names of subscribers 
to the telephone service. 

The new volume features, on its 
cover, a picture of the old ‘Tripp 
store in Woodside. 

By comparison, 
county directory contained 594 
pages of which about 285 were 
name listings. That volume was 
published just a year ago. 

This is quite an advance con- 
sidering that the first telephone 
line in the county was a 
“through” one, from San Fran- 
cisco to San Jose, installed in 
1883. By 1895, there were only 
10 telephones listed in Menlo 
Park. 

Joseph A. Donohoe, whose fam- 
ily was one of 10 listed in the 1895 
“directory” recalls the often heard 
ery, “Can’t stop now, | have to go 
to the depot to talk on the tele- 
phone” as a bouncing buggy ca- 
reened down the dusty road to the 
communication center in those 
days. 

It soon was apparent that the 
telephone needs of the community 
could best be met by installing a 
central switchboard with service 
direct to business concerns and 
ranches. 

John McBain’s Oak Grove Villa, 
which still stands, across from the 
S. P. depot, was for a time the tel- 
ephone center. Later Duff and 
Doyle’s general store at Santa 
Cruz and iil Camino Real housed 
the 20-line wall switchboard. 

Before long, lines were ex- 
tended to San Diego and Port- 
land, and Mento Park was on 
the path of the “longest tele- 
phone line in the werld.”

A Message to our 


eninsula Commuters 


Rising costs, greater losses require 


an increase in commutation fares 


Local newspapers recently reported that we have been consider- 
ing an increase in commutation fares. These reports were true. 
Not only fares but all phases of our Peninsula service have been 
under continuous and intensive study to determine what might 
be done to reduce the costs of providing the service so that an; 
increase in fares might be the least burdensome to you. 


We have now decided to ask the California Public Utilities 
Commission for permission to increase our commuter fares slightly 
more than a nickel a ride. On this basis the monthly without Sat- 
urdays or Sundays commute tickets would be increased $2.90 to 
every Peninsula point. The Monthly without Sundays commuta- 
tion ticket would be increased $3.10 and the Monthly daily ride 
commute would be increased $3.30. Other proposed fare changes 
will be reviewed later on in this announcement. 


Whether you’re a newcomer out of Burlingame or a Palo Alto 
perennial, you are probably aware that other transportation com- 
panies providing Bay Area commutation service have been forced 
to apply for fare increases and, in some cases, to curtail service. 
The same thing occurred in other parts of the country. 


NO INCREASE IN FOUR YEARS 


Our commutation fares have not been increased for four years 
but during that time costs have continued to rise. The result has 
been that our losses in providing the Peninsula service have been 
running considerably over a million dollars a year. This is an out- 
of-pocket loss and does not include overhead costs or any return 
on our investment. 


Since we last applied for a fare increase, railway wages, the 
cost of fuel oil, and of virtually everything else needed to provide 
the service have gone up substantially. Our basic cost levels. have 
risen 37 per cent. Fuel oil has increased 62 per cent and iron and 
steel materials have increased 22 per cent. 


The spread between revenues and expenses has now become 
so great that it would seem, in all fairness, that we should have 
some relief. 

After a thorough study of our Peninsula operating situation, 
we have placed diesel locomotives in service where savings war- 
ranting the investment could be effected. We figure that the sav- 
ings through the operation of these diesels will bring down our 
out-of-pocket loss to approximately $1,000,000 a year. You may 
ask, if the use of these diesels will save us money, why not sub- 
stitute diesels on all Peninsula trains? The answer is that we can 
save money with diesels only when we can keep this expensive 
equipment busy. In most of the remaining cases, the locomotives 
could make only one round trip a day, five days a week. The three 
we have placed in service are expected to make 11 round trips daily 
on week days, 10 on Saturdays, and 9 on Sundays. 


We expect that the increased fares will bring us in an addi- 
tional $650,000 a year in revenue, so that after the savings from 
the use of diesels our out-of-pocket loss will be greatly reduced 
‘Sut not eliminated. To repeat, this does not consider overhead 
expense or any return on our very large investment. 


DETAILS OF PROPOSED FARES 


At the start of this message the principal increases were men- 
tioned ... a little more than a nickel a ride, with an average in- 
crease of about $3.00 for the various types of commutation tickets 
on a monthly basis. Other proposed increases are: 


Weekly commute fares will be increased 85 cents, except be 


tween San Francisco and South San Francisco where the raise 
vould be only 75 cents. 

One way and single round trip fares will be increased 10 per 
cent. 


Ten-ride family fares on the Peninsula will be raised $1.00 
and the limits will be reduced from 90 days to 30,days. This elimi- 
nates the 10 per cent transportation tax on these fares between 
San Francisco and points Palo Alto and south. 


We propose to cancel the 30-ride Family fares. These fares 
as well as the long limit 10-ride Family fares were established to 
create off-peak hour traffic which they have failed to do. The 10- 
ride Family ticket with the new 30-day limit will be available for 
the occasional traveler. 


FARES STILL AMONG LOWEST IN U.S. 


Despite the increases, our fares will still remain among the lowest 
offered in the nation. You may feel some measure of consolation 
in the fact that we are still delivering better-than-average service 
at below average fares. 


Speaking in our own behalf we would like to point out that 
we have carried on a consistent car maintenance and refurbishing 
program contributing to your comfort. The steel Peninsula 
coaches are put through the shops and thoroughly overhauled 
(rebuilt is almost the word). Repainting and reupholstering is 
carried on under a planned program. This never ending effort re- 
quires a large annual expenditure for wages and materials. 


In addition we have been carrying on 4n extensive station 
improvement program. 


We have tried to provide a good service and to operate it effi- 
ciently and economically: Any reasonable comparison of our ser- 
vice with that of any other in the country will show that there 
is no better commuter service provided anywhere. 


NEW COMMUTER COACHES 


We have placed an order for 10 new double-decker commuter 
coaches similar to the one exhibited early this year but with many 
improvements. The approximately $1,750,000 expenditure these 
cars involve is an item of capital investment rather than part of 
the operational expenses of Peninsula trains just discussed. How- 
ever, since we still will lose money on the service we might well 
ask the question “how would you like to make an expenditure of 
nearly two million dollars without expectation of any return on 
the investment?” 

Concluding, we hope you will understand the necessities for 
our action. The truth is, we have been delaying all plans for a fare 
increase since the first of the year, trying every means at our com- 
mand to make the best of the situation and to figure out the course 
that will cause the least strain on your pocketbook. 

In any event, we shall continue to provide you with the very 
best service we can at all times. Please bear with us. If you have 
any questions, we shall be glad to answer them.
